PORTO RICO MOVES AHEAD 


ls Fast Becoming One of Important Sugar Producing 
Countries; Free Trade Responsible 


Since Porto Rico was annexed to the United States in 1898, that 
island has increased its sugar production approximately 800 per cent, 
or from 60,000 tons to nearly $00,000 tons annually, thus making it one 
of the important sugar producing countries of the world. The main 
cause for this remarkable increase is the free entry of the product into 
the protected markets of the United States. 

For nearly four centuries prior 
to American occupation, Porto Rico 
was engaged in sugar production, 
but without a protected market in 
which to sell its product. The 
production reached 115,000 tons in 
1871 and after slavery was abol- 
ished tyro years later, it gradually 
decreased to 60,000 tons in 1898. 
Coffee then was the principal pro-. 
duct of the island. Since the pro-
